MASKED MAN IN 


CARMAN CASE 


Attempt to Assassinate Doctor 


is Reported by Police 


ANOTHER MYSTERY CROPS OUT 


Detectives Find Box of 38-Calibre 


Cartridges in Attic of 
Carman 


Home Near &pot Where Mrs. Car- 
man Had * Dictagraph Hidden- 
Family Plead Ignorance of Bullets. 


(By Internatioaal X*w> Service) 


New York, July 6—While the Free- 


Kirt, Long Island, police were search- 
ng for a masked man whom Dr. Ed- 
ward Carman, m whose office Mrs. 
Louise Bailey was murdered last week 
accused of having attempted to as- 
assinate liim last night, Sheriif Pet- 
it's detectives today found a box of 
58-caliber cartridges in the attic of 
he Carman house. 


Mrs. Bailey was killed with a 38- 
aliber bullet. 
Every member of the Carman fam- 


iy denied that there was a weapon of 
hat caliber in the house. The cart- 
idges were found near the spot in 
he attic where Mrs. Carman had hid- 
en her dictagraph. 
Inquiries by the police elicited the 
esponse that neither 
Dr. Carman 


or his wife knew anything concern- 
ng the cartridges. 


The authorities are tracing all tele- 
hone calls between the Carman and 
5ailey homes previous to the shooi- 
ng. 


The attempt on the life of Dr. Car- 


man complicates the case, and fur- 
ther developments are awaited with 
great interest. 


Cecelia Coleman, a cook in Dr. Car- 


man's home, testified at the inquest. 
Mrs. Carman's lawyer talked to her 
the morning after the murder con- 
cerning her inquest testimony. Attor- 
ney Levy, she testified, induced her to 
sign an affidavit without knowing the 
contents. The affidavit said the cook 
had seen no one passing through the 
kitchen after the shooting. 


The cook gave similiar testimony 


today, but admitted that she .had not 
been in the kitchen all the time. 


Dr. Carman's story of an alleged at- 


tempt last night to assassinate him 
has been corrobrated by two persons.

tral problem of forest conservation, 
and there was also the need to en- 
courage the development of water 
powers, and at the same time so to 
regulate their use that It would con 
tribute in a full measure to the public 
welfare. 


ID addition, there was the great 


problem of range control, of so ad 
ministering the use of the vast wood- 
land pastures of the National Forests 
as to improve their forage crops, and 
thus to maintain and increase the 
nation's supply of meat, leather and 
wool 


There was already need for aome 


adequate form of range management 
in the National Forests, in the in 
terest of the American people, the 
stockmen, and tfie stock Unrestricted 
and excessive grazing had worn out 
the pastures in not a few localities,

by the great bulk of the stockmen as 
a practical man with a remarkable 
insight into the problems of the range, 
very few of them were ready to sub 
scribe to the plan of range control 
which he proposed 
They realized 


acutely that something or other must 
be done to stop over grazing, and thus 
to perpetuate the stock industry, but 
they were exceedingly apprehensive 
that regulation would prove impractic 
able, in view of the many conflicting 
interests at stake, and because of the 
inherent complexity of the whole 
problem, presenting so wide a varia- 
tion in local conditions in more than 
100 National Forests, scattered from 
the Pacific coast to Kansas, and from 
the Canadian to the Mexican border 
So it came about when Pinchot first 
put into effect, in 1906, his system for 
regulating the use of the National 
Forest ranges, he did so against the 
protest of the majority of the stock 
men concerned 


Pinchot Makes Good. 


Eight yearfe have passed since con 


trol or grazing in the National For 
ests began, a! sufficiently long period 
to constitute an adequate test of its 
results. 
Ha-je the protests of most 


of the stockmen been justified, or has 
Pinchot's plan made good in opera 
tion? 


As secretary of the American Na 


tional Live Stock Association, I have 
enjoyed a somewhat unusual opportu 
nity to observe the results of the Na 
tional Forest policy with respect to 
grazing 
My judgment is that more 


than ariy other man, Gifford Pinchot 
can be thanked for the establish 
ment of the National Forests, and for 
the very satisfactory administration 
of grazing thereon 
The small stock 


man's interests, thanks to Pinchot, 
are zealously guarded and protected, 


operation in solving the problems of 
the range. 


Employed Hunters to Protect Stock. 
Nor did ralnge conservation stop 


with 
merely I restrictive measures 


Pinchot saw ffltat the annual loss of 
stock from predatory animals within 
the National jForests, like cougar, 


constituted a heavy 


.rain upon the profits 


of the stock industry. The result was 
the prompt employment by the Forest 
Service of skilled hunters, whose pic 
turesque and exceedingly useful task 
it was to kill and trap as many of 
these wild animals as possible. So 
successful have been their efforts, 
that these hunters have killed in the 
aggregate not less than thirty tbou 
sand predatory animals 
Pinchot's 


plan has also involved the construe 
tion of over 650 miles of drift fences 
required to keep stock on their nat- 
ural ranges and to facilitate their 
effective handling 


In the thh-sty west the availability 


of land for stock grazing often de- 
pends upon the presence of an ade- 
quate water supply. 
More than a 


thousand sources of water available 
for stock purposes have been de- 
veloped by the Forest Service, upon

and on the whole the carrying capac- 
ity of National Forest ranges had 
been reduced by not less than one- 
half. Each spring there was a rush 
for the grazing grounds, often whan 
the grass was barely showing green; 
and fatal shooting frays were not in- 
frequent as a consequence of bitter 
rivalry between stockmen competing 
for the possession of the pasturage. 


Misuse Reduced Forage. 


So greatly was the natural forage 


reduced by misuse, that it was only 
after particularly favorable grazing 
seasons that cattle and sheep came 
off the range in good condition in the 
fall; while in seasons of drought the 
scanty herbage so nearly failed that 
heavy losses of stock through actual 
starvation was the result. 


This was the situation which con- 


fronted Mr. Pinchot when he took 
charge of the National Forests; and 
it is well for the American people, 
one-slgth of whom live on meat pro- 
duced from sheep and cattle grazed 
on National Forest ranges, that Pin- 
chot faced it squarely and with a 
ripe knowledge of the stock Industry, 
gained not through hearsay, but by 
an intimate first hand acquaintance 
with the practical problems of the 
range. For, as wrote Dwlght B Heard 
of Arizona, one of the beat known 
stockmen of the west, and a powt 'ul 
Influence 
for range conservation* 


"Oifford Pinchot is not,* theorist or 
a earpet knight; but m man who has 
again and again got next to the real 
nub of conservation questions by rid- 
ing the trial through the western 
country, living on plain cowman's 
grub, packing his tarpaulin and blan- 
kets with him, and sleeping where Bis 
work found him." 


But familiar as he was with the 


western stock industry, small blame 
would have accrued to Mr Plnokot 
had he temporized with his task of 
range management. For not only did 
H present great Inherent difficulties, 
but it involved the regulation of an 
Industry which had never known the 
benefit of Federal control. 


Plnohet Tsekledi Big Job. 


« The very thought of governmental 
restriction aroused a deep resentment 
on the part ot many ot the stockmen; 
and Pinchot tackled a Job which re- 
quired resolution as well as knowl- 
edge when he said in effect to sheep- 
men, cattlemen, vsquero, herder and 
cowpuncher: "The Forest Service is 
going to conserve the pastures within 
•>ie National Forests, and I think yo» 
•-!I1 be satisfied with the result; but 


made, not to help a few 
grow richer, but to satisf; 


rich men 
the needs 


of as many as possible of those whom 
Pinchot likes to call "the Wain Amer- 
icans;" the hard working men who 
are not rich, but who on ranch and 
farm, on the stock ranges I and in the 
mines, are striving to support their 
families and themselves For Pinchot 
holds that the National forests be- 
long to the people, and not to the 
special Interests 


That conviction and unremitting 


vigorous action in accordance with it 
has made him a host of friends 
among the former, and some bitter 
enemies among the latter. No na- 
tional figure in America can better 
afford to be Judged by the character 
of his friends and by the character 
of his enemies than can this man. 


He Knew His Jeb. 


But simply the desire to make the 


National Forests contribute to the 
welfare of the many instead of to the 
enrichment of the few, would not 
alone have enabled Pinchot to win 
through. Had he not seen fit to ac- 
quire in each case a broad and sure 
grasp of the practical conditions with 
which his National Forest reforms 
must deal, he would necessarily have 
failed, perhaps disastrously, for all 
his purity of purpose and hie great 
natural powers of head and heart. It 
was this same thorough and practical 
knowledge which enabled him to carry 
his beneficent policy of range conser- 
vation into full and successful effect, 
with material benefit to every Amer- 
ican who eats meat, and uses leather 
and wool. 


Under Pinchot's system for con- 


serving the woodland pastures ot the 
National Forests the range is first al- 
lotted to the kind of stock, whether 
sheep or cattle, for which it is best 
fitted, and its carrying capacity is de- 
termined by careful study In the is- 
suance ot graclag permits, the needs 
of small stock owners and of settlers 
are- iavarfeblr satisfied first Stock- 
men using the National Forest ranges 
are invited to form associations, and 
to appoint advisory boards to repre- 
sent them in questions affecting their 
grazing privileges 
Thus Pinchot, 


while still maintaining adequate ad- 
ministrative control, made if clear to 
the stockman that he was mo bnressr 
erst, and that he wasted tfceir «o- 


work of improving the forage crop is 
also goimg steadily forward through 
the destruction of plants poisonous to 
stock, through re-seeding worn out 
ranges, aud through many valuable 
experiments aimed at developing these 
methods of handling stock on the 
range which will conserve It and at 
the same time provide for the utiliza 
tion of its full capacity 


These in brief,-are the methods 


under which Pinchot has put the 
western stock industry, so far as it is 
dependent upon the National Forest 
ranges, and that is very far, upon its 
feet 
Through his system of range 


conservation he has insured that the 
National Forests will yield a constant 
and increasing supply of those neces 
sities of life which are the product 
of cattle and of sheep. In this way 
he has prevented the marked increase 
in the cost of living which inevitably 
would have accompanied the progres 
give depletion of the range in the 
National Forests, and he has rendered 
a public service whjcjh jffects the 
citizens of the east as well as of the 
west, for states like Pennsylvania 
consume in the aggregate far more 
of the meat products of the National 
Forests than do the states themselves 
in which the National Forests lie 
Meat has risen high, but it would 
have risen still higher except for 
range control on the National Forests 


Pinchot Plan Adopted. 


Perhaps the most impressive evi- 


dence of the convincing quality of 
Pinchot's achievement in range con 
servation, lies in the fact that a na 
tional movement Is now afoot to ap- 
ply the system originated by him to 
the regulation ot grazing upon the 
whole vast area of the public domain, 
which comprises about one-fifth of the 
United States 


The use of the range outside the 


National, Forests and within the pub- 
lic domain, is at present entirely un 
regulated 
Ita carrying capacity is 


being rapidly reduced by over-grazing 
The very stockmen who eight years 
ago protested so vigorously against 
the control of grazing within the Na- 
tional Forests are now practically 
united in urging that the same control 
be extended throughout the public 
domain, on the ground that in no 
other way can the stock industry be 
perpetuated 
This movement has al 


ready led to the introduction in Con- 
gress of a bill providing for this step, 
which will inevitably become law 
within the next few years 
When 


that happens, Pinchot will see as the 
result of his wise and firm stand 
eight years ago in the face of bitter 
opposition, every acre of public land 
in the United States handled under a 
system of range control developed, 
applied, and made successful by him

AGAINST FIRES 


State Fire Marshal Gives Them 


Some Good Advice 


SOME DONT'S TO PONDER OVER 


Becduse of Their Isolated Situations 


Farmers Should be Especially Care- 
ful and Take Every Precaution 
Against the Starting of Fires. 


J. S Baldwin, state fire marshal, 


has issued a enculai letter to farmers 
relative to the necessity for protect- 
ing themselves? against possible fires 
on the farm. Among other things the 
marshal says 


"Flies are practically from three 


causes: lightning, carelessness and de 
sign, all oi which are within the pow- 
er of man to prevent. Of the first, 
statistics gatheied from many states, 
and from reports from mutual fire in- 
surance companies of losses on build- 
ings struck by lightning show that the 
los& on buildings rodded, compared 
with unrodded buildings, is practical- 
ly nil, and proves conclusively that 
you can protect your buildings by the 
use of pioperly erected lightning rods. 


Loss by Carelessness. 


Of the second cause, over 50 per 


cent of all fires are attributable to 
caieiessness, which is entirely un- 
necessaiy and criminal to a degree 
Get out of carelss class and see that 
you do not have a loss from this 
cause. Prevent it by making repairs 
to dilapidated buildings. Remove and 
destroy all fire breeding material. Use 
care in cutting and burning of weeds 
and rubish. Keep buildings aid sur- 
roundings clean and you will reduce 
the cause of a possibly disastrous fire. 
By such forethought and action you 
will be the gainer both in pocket and 
ease of mind. 


Be careful at all times, and particu- 


larly at threshing time; safeguard 
your buildings by seeing that the en- 
gine used is removed a safe distance 
from buildings. If a wood or coal 
burning traction engine is used, see 
that it has a. first class spark arrester 
in good order and in its proper place. 
In an oil burning engine is used, do 
not allow the oil to be stored in the 
building. Keep it outside and use care 
in handling it. Be sure all chaff or 
waste is removed from around thresh- 
e,r and that no oily waste is left lying 
around. Use an ounce of sense in 
prevention and save the possibility of 
pounds of loss. It does not take much 
time for a little thought in fire pre- 
vention and it may save your build- 
ings and season's crops. Remember 
that many a good farmer has been 
put down and out by a fire loss which 
a little judgment and care could have 
prevented. Use the same precaution 
to prevent a fire as you would take if 
you expected one. 
Put up notices 


about the barn and other buildings, 
prohibiting smoking in or near barn, 
haymows or other out-buildings, and 
&ee that they are complied with. 


Some Don'ts. 


Don't go into barns or other build- 


ings with an open light. 


Don't fail to burn all rubbish, but 


don't do it near buildings. 


Don't keep matches in other than 


metallic boxes and out of reach of 
children. 


Don't keep gasoline engines or gaso 


line in barns. Put them in separate 
buildings made of galvanized Iron, 
stone or brick. 


Keep at least six (6) buckets of 


water in passageway of barn. Mark 
"For Fire Purposes Only," and see 
that they are kept filled. 


Keep fire extinguishers both in the 


house and barn. 


Keep ladder of sufficient length 


hanging on side of barn for emer- 
gency and have foot holds placed on

Interstellar Space. 


That interstellar space is not abso- 


lute void, but is partly filled with par- 
ticles of matter, however small or In- 
visible, is the theory that an Ameri 
can astronomer has evolved through 
the study of comets. 


His theory is based upon the fact 


that all bodies fall at the same rate 
in a vacuum, but in the open air light- 
er bodies are retarded by friction and 
fall at a slower rate. 
If interstellar 


space were a vacuum all stars, com- 
ets and planets would keep the suine 
relative position und speed. But if it 
were not a vacuum the lighter celestial 
bodies, such as comets, would tend to 
be retarded by friction and fall be- 
hind the larger and denser bodies. 


This retarding would be most no- 


ticeable at the part of the comet's 
orbit which is farthest from the sun, 
and the comet would tenu to change 
its movement at this point and as- 
sume an individual direction. 
This 


hypothesis seems to be borne out by 
his obsei vatious.—Popular Mechanics. 


Rough Training at Eton.

Some of these underwent 
privations that might have broken 
down a cabin boy and would bethought 
inhuman if Inflicted on a galley slave."

CARMAN CASE 


Attempt to Assassinate Doctor 


is Reported by Police 


ANOTHER MYSTERY CROPS OUT 


Detectives Find Box of 38-Calibre 


Cartridges in Attic of 
Carman 


Home Near &pot Where Mrs. Car- 
man Had * Dictagraph Hidden- 
Family Plead Ignorance of Bullets.

New York, July 6—While the Free- 


Kirt, Long Island, police were search- 
ng for a masked man whom Dr. Ed- 
ward Carman, m whose office Mrs. 
Louise Bailey was murdered last week 
accused of having attempted to as- 
assinate liim last night, Sheriif Pet- 
it's detectives today found a box of 
58-caliber cartridges in the attic of 
he Carman house. 


Mrs. Bailey was killed with a 38- 
aliber bullet. 
Every member of the Carman fam- 


iy denied that there was a weapon of 
hat caliber in the house. The cart- 
idges were found near the spot in 
he attic where Mrs. Carman had hid- 
en her dictagraph. 
Inquiries by the police elicited the 
esponse that neither 
Dr. Carman 


or his wife knew anything concern- 
ng the cartridges. 


The authorities are tracing all tele- 
hone calls between the Carman and 
5ailey homes previous to the shooi- 
ng. 


The attempt on the life of Dr. Car- 


man complicates the case, and fur- 
ther developments are awaited with 
great interest. 


Cecelia Coleman, a cook in Dr. Car- 


man's home, testified at the inquest. 
Mrs. Carman's lawyer talked to her 
the morning after the murder con- 
cerning her inquest testimony. Attor- 
ney Levy, she testified, induced her to 
sign an affidavit without knowing the 
contents. The affidavit said the cook 
had seen no one passing through the 
kitchen after the shooting. 


The cook gave similiar testimony 


today, but admitted that she .had not 
been in the kitchen all the time. 


Dr. Carman's story of an alleged at- 


tempt last night to assassinate him 
has been corrobrated by two persons.

while Pinchot was already accepted 
needlese 
by the great bulk of the stockmen as 
a practical man with a remarkable 
insight into the problems of the range, 
very few of them were ready to sub 
scribe to the plan of range control 
which he proposed 
They realized 


acutely that something or other must 
be done to stop over grazing, and thus 
to perpetuate the stock industry, but 
they were exceedingly apprehensive 
that regulation would prove impractic 
able, in view of the many conflicting 
interests at stake, and because of the 
inherent complexity of the whole 
problem, presenting so wide a varia- 
tion in local conditions in more than 
100 National Forests, scattered from 
the Pacific coast to Kansas, and from 
the Canadian to the Mexican border 
So it came about when Pinchot first 
put into effect, in 1906, his system for 
regulating the use of the National 
Forest ranges, he did so against the 
protest of the majority of the stock 
men concerned 


Pinchot Makes Good. 


Eight yearfe have passed since con 


trol or grazing in the National For 
ests began, a! sufficiently long period 
to constitute an adequate test of its 
results. 
Ha-je the protests of most 


of the stockmen been justified, or has 
Pinchot's plan made good in opera 
tion? 


As secretary of the American Na 


tional Live Stock Association, I have 
enjoyed a somewhat unusual opportu 
nity to observe the results of the Na 
tional Forest policy with respect to 
grazing 
My judgment is that more 


than ariy other man, Gifford Pinchot 
can be thanked for the establish 
ment of the National Forests, and for 
the very satisfactory administration 
of grazing thereon 
The small stock 


man's interests, thanks to Pinchot, 
are zealously guarded and protected, 


operation in solving the problems of 
the range. 


Employed Hunters to Protect Stock. 
Nor did ralnge conservation stop 


with 
merely I restrictive measures 


Pinchot saw ffltat the annual loss of 
stock from predatory animals within 
the National jForests, like cougar, 


constituted a heavy 


.rain upon the profits 


of the stock industry. The result was 
the prompt employment by the Forest 
Service of skilled hunters, whose pic 
turesque and exceedingly useful task 
it was to kill and trap as many of 
these wild animals as possible. So 
successful have been their efforts, 
that these hunters have killed in the 
aggregate not less than thirty tbou 
sand predatory animals 
Pinchot's 


plan has also involved the construe 
tion of over 650 miles of drift fences 
required to keep stock on their nat- 
ural ranges and to facilitate their 
effective handling 


In the thh-sty west the availability 


of land for stock grazing often de- 
pends upon the presence of an ade- 
quate water supply. 
More than a 


thousand sources of water available 
for stock purposes have been de- 
veloped by the Forest Service, upon

and on the whole the carrying capac- 
ity of National Forest ranges had 
been reduced by not less than one- 
half. Each spring there was a rush 
for the grazing grounds, often whan 
the grass was barely showing green; 
and fatal shooting frays were not in- 
frequent as a consequence of bitter 
rivalry between stockmen competing 
for the possession of the pasturage. 


Misuse Reduced Forage. 


So greatly was the natural forage 


reduced by misuse, that it was only 
after particularly favorable grazing 
seasons that cattle and sheep came 
off the range in good condition in the 
fall; while in seasons of drought the 
scanty herbage so nearly failed that 
heavy losses of stock through actual 
starvation was the result. 


This was the situation which con- 


fronted Mr. Pinchot when he took 
charge of the National Forests; and 
it is well for the American people, 
one-slgth of whom live on meat pro- 
duced from sheep and cattle grazed 
on National Forest ranges, that Pin- 
chot faced it squarely and with a 
ripe knowledge of the stock Industry, 
gained not through hearsay, but by 
an intimate first hand acquaintance 
with the practical problems of the 
range. For, as wrote Dwlght B Heard 
of Arizona, one of the beat known 
stockmen of the west, and a powt 'ul 
Influence 
for range conservation* 


"Oifford Pinchot is not,* theorist or 
a earpet knight; but m man who has 
again and again got next to the real 
nub of conservation questions by rid- 
ing the trial through the western 
country, living on plain cowman's 
grub, packing his tarpaulin and blan- 
kets with him, and sleeping where Bis 
work found him." 


But familiar as he was with the 


western stock industry, small blame 
would have accrued to Mr Plnokot 
had he temporized with his task of 
range management. For not only did 
H present great Inherent difficulties, 
but it involved the regulation of an 
Industry which had never known the 
benefit of Federal control. 


Plnohet Tsekledi Big Job. 


« The very thought of governmental 
restriction aroused a deep resentment 
on the part ot many ot the stockmen; 
and Pinchot tackled a Job which re- 
quired resolution as well as knowl- 
edge when he said in effect to sheep- 
men, cattlemen, vsquero, herder and 
cowpuncher: "The Forest Service is 
going to conserve the pastures within 
•>ie National Forests, and I think yo» 
•-!I1 be satisfied with the result; but 


made, not to help a few 
grow richer, but to satisf; 


rich men 
the needs 


of as many as possible of those whom 
Pinchot likes to call "the Wain Amer- 
icans;" the hard working men who 
are not rich, but who on ranch and 
farm, on the stock ranges I and in the 
mines, are striving to support their 
families and themselves For Pinchot 
holds that the National forests be- 
long to the people, and not to the 
special Interests 


That conviction and unremitting 


vigorous action in accordance with it 
has made him a host of friends 
among the former, and some bitter 
enemies among the latter. No na- 
tional figure in America can better 
afford to be Judged by the character 
of his friends and by the character 
of his enemies than can this man. 


He Knew His Jeb. 


But simply the desire to make the 


National Forests contribute to the 
welfare of the many instead of to the 
enrichment of the few, would not 
alone have enabled Pinchot to win 
through. Had he not seen fit to ac- 
quire in each case a broad and sure 
grasp of the practical conditions with 
which his National Forest reforms 
must deal, he would necessarily have 
failed, perhaps disastrously, for all 
his purity of purpose and hie great 
natural powers of head and heart. It 
was this same thorough and practical 
knowledge which enabled him to carry 
his beneficent policy of range conser- 
vation into full and successful effect, 
with material benefit to every Amer- 
ican who eats meat, and uses leather 
and wool. 


Under Pinchot's system for con- 


serving the woodland pastures ot the 
National Forests the range is first al- 
lotted to the kind of stock, whether 
sheep or cattle, for which it is best 
fitted, and its carrying capacity is de- 
termined by careful study In the is- 
suance ot graclag permits, the needs 
of small stock owners and of settlers 
are- iavarfeblr satisfied first Stock- 
men using the National Forest ranges 
are invited to form associations, and 
to appoint advisory boards to repre- 
sent them in questions affecting their 
grazing privileges 
Thus Pinchot, 


while still maintaining adequate ad- 
ministrative control, made if clear to 
the stockman that he was mo bnressr 
erst, and that he wasted tfceir «o- 


work of improving the forage crop is 
also goimg steadily forward through 
the destruction of plants poisonous to 
stock, through re-seeding worn out 
ranges, aud through many valuable 
experiments aimed at developing these 
methods of handling stock on the 
range which will conserve It and at 
the same time provide for the utiliza 
tion of its full capacity 


These in brief,-are the methods 


under which Pinchot has put the 
western stock industry, so far as it is 
dependent upon the National Forest 
ranges, and that is very far, upon its 
feet 
Through his system of range 


conservation he has insured that the 
National Forests will yield a constant 
and increasing supply of those neces 
sities of life which are the product 
of cattle and of sheep. In this way 
he has prevented the marked increase 
in the cost of living which inevitably 
would have accompanied the progres 
give depletion of the range in the 
National Forests, and he has rendered 
a public service whjcjh jffects the 
citizens of the east as well as of the 
west, for states like Pennsylvania 
consume in the aggregate far more 
of the meat products of the National 
Forests than do the states themselves 
in which the National Forests lie 
Meat has risen high, but it would 
have risen still higher except for 
range control on the National Forests 


Pinchot Plan Adopted. 


Perhaps the most impressive evi- 


dence of the convincing quality of 
Pinchot's achievement in range con 
servation, lies in the fact that a na 
tional movement Is now afoot to ap- 
ply the system originated by him to 
the regulation ot grazing upon the 
whole vast area of the public domain, 
which comprises about one-fifth of the 
United States 


The use of the range outside the 


National, Forests and within the pub- 
lic domain, is at present entirely un 
regulated 
Ita carrying capacity is 


being rapidly reduced by over-grazing 
The very stockmen who eight years 
ago protested so vigorously against 
the control of grazing within the Na- 
tional Forests are now practically 
united in urging that the same control 
be extended throughout the public 
domain, on the ground that in no 
other way can the stock industry be 
perpetuated 
This movement has al 


ready led to the introduction in Con- 
gress of a bill providing for this step, 
which will inevitably become law 
within the next few years 
When 


that happens, Pinchot will see as the 
result of his wise and firm stand 
eight years ago in the face of bitter 
opposition, every acre of public land 
in the United States handled under a 
system of range control developed, 
applied, and made successful by him

AGAINST FIRES 


State Fire Marshal Gives Them 


Some Good Advice 


SOME DONT'S TO PONDER OVER 


Becduse of Their Isolated Situations 


Farmers Should be Especially Care- 
ful and Take Every Precaution 
Against the Starting of Fires. 


J. S Baldwin, state fire marshal, 


has issued a enculai letter to farmers 
relative to the necessity for protect- 
ing themselves? against possible fires 
on the farm. Among other things the 
marshal says 


"Flies are practically from three 


causes: lightning, carelessness and de 
sign, all oi which are within the pow- 
er of man to prevent. Of the first, 
statistics gatheied from many states, 
and from reports from mutual fire in- 
surance companies of losses on build- 
ings struck by lightning show that the 
los& on buildings rodded, compared 
with unrodded buildings, is practical- 
ly nil, and proves conclusively that 
you can protect your buildings by the 
use of pioperly erected lightning rods. 


Loss by Carelessness. 


Of the second cause, over 50 per 


cent of all fires are attributable to 
caieiessness, which is entirely un- 
necessaiy and criminal to a degree 
Get out of carelss class and see that 
you do not have a loss from this 
cause. Prevent it by making repairs 
to dilapidated buildings. Remove and 
destroy all fire breeding material. Use 
care in cutting and burning of weeds 
and rubish. Keep buildings aid sur- 
roundings clean and you will reduce 
the cause of a possibly disastrous fire. 
By such forethought and action you 
will be the gainer both in pocket and 
ease of mind. 


Be careful at all times, and particu- 


larly at threshing time; safeguard 
your buildings by seeing that the en- 
gine used is removed a safe distance 
from buildings. If a wood or coal 
burning traction engine is used, see 
that it has a. first class spark arrester 
in good order and in its proper place. 
In an oil burning engine is used, do 
not allow the oil to be stored in the 
building. Keep it outside and use care 
in handling it. Be sure all chaff or 
waste is removed from around thresh- 
e,r and that no oily waste is left lying 
around. Use an ounce of sense in 
prevention and save the possibility of 
pounds of loss. It does not take much 
time for a little thought in fire pre- 
vention and it may save your build- 
ings and season's crops. Remember 
that many a good farmer has been 
put down and out by a fire loss which 
a little judgment and care could have 
prevented. Use the same precaution 
to prevent a fire as you would take if 
you expected one. 
Put up notices 


about the barn and other buildings, 
prohibiting smoking in or near barn, 
haymows or other out-buildings, and 
&ee that they are complied with. 


Some Don'ts. 


Don't go into barns or other build- 


ings with an open light. 


Don't fail to burn all rubbish, but 


don't do it near buildings. 


Don't keep matches in other than 


metallic boxes and out of reach of 
children. 


Don't keep gasoline engines or gaso 


line in barns. Put them in separate 
buildings made of galvanized Iron, 
stone or brick. 


Keep at least six (6) buckets of 


water in passageway of barn. Mark 
"For Fire Purposes Only," and see 
that they are kept filled. 


Keep fire extinguishers both in the 


house and barn. 


Keep ladder of sufficient length 


hanging on side of barn for emer- 
gency and have foot holds placed on

space were a vacuum all stars, com- 
ets and planets would keep the suine 
relative position und speed. But if it 
were not a vacuum the lighter celestial 
bodies, such as comets, would tend to 
be retarded by friction and fall be- 
hind the larger and denser bodies. 


This retarding would be most no- 


ticeable at the part of the comet's 
orbit which is farthest from the sun, 
and the comet would tenu to change 
its movement at this point and as- 
sume an individual direction. 
This 


hypothesis seems to be borne out by 
his obsei vatious.—Popular Mechanics. 


Rough Training at Eton.

in a dismal cell without cbuir or table 
—such was the lot of boys whose par- 
ents could not afford to pay for a pri- 
vate room. Some of these underwent 
privations that might have broken 
down a cabin boy and would bethought 
inhuman if Inflicted on a galley slave."
